Mr Ivor Holıres, who .raises 
beef.cattle and grows fruit and 
vegetables at Birstwith, near 
Harrogate, says that like many 
farmers and market gardeners 
he needs seasonal casual labour, 

“In the summer I wil] need 
fruit pickers. In October I will 
need about a dozen people to 
tie up raspberries. I could also 
do with people to plant vege- 
tables at various times. 

“At the moment I have to 
call individually on housewives, 
students and retired people. It 
would be much better if I could 
ring someone up and book a 
gang of workers”. 

What Mr Holmes proposes is 
that mobile gangs, recruited 
from the unemployed, should be 
established in regions through- 
out the couptry. Farmers would 
be able to hire the gangs or 
contract, paying a lump surn for 
a particular job to be done. 
Earnings could be directly re- 
lated to the speed of the work, 
which would be supervised by 
a gang leader. 

He emphasizes that recrult- 
ment tp the gangs should be 
voluntary rather than compul- 
sory. “There is no point in 
using people who dao not want 
to do that kind of work.”

And 
strengthening the ãdeolozy at 
home certainly be a main 
topic of the congress. 

Abroad the challenges come 
from fraternal parties tliat are 
increasingly self-assertive and 
independeut of Moscow. Some, 
suck as the Chinese, are openly 
hostile, yet the Russians have 
been unable to pronounce 4 
formal anathema on them in the 
name of all the other parties. 
They have repeatedly tried, and 
it is quite likely that the recent 
visit here of Mr Stefan Andrei, 
the Foreign Minister of mave- 
rick Romania, was to see How. 
far the Romanians would go 
along with any new condemna- 
tion of the Cliinese. 

However, other parties have 
also been causing problems, 
especially the socalled Euro» 
communists. The Russians have 
never accepted the definition or 
the heresies of these parties. 
This weekend "Tass pointedly 
printed the assertion by an 
Argentinian Communist that 
there was no such thing as 
Eurocommunism, just as there 
was no Latin Americar or Asian 
communism.

The twenty-sixth. congress of 
the Soviet Communist ' Party, 
wiıich opens here tomorrow, 15 
being held at a time when the 
Rusşians feel their ideology, the 
bedrock on which the regime 
bases its Jegitimacy, is facing 
a greater challenge than it has 
fcr many years. 

For tüe next 10 days the vast 
propaganda machine af the 
Sowet state will spare no effort 
to rally the party faithful, re- 
viralize the tired slogans, extract 
pledges of support from fore- 
eign delegations and present the 
world Communist movement as 
a unified, dynamic and purpose- 
ful force still] marching towards 
its ultimate triumph over cap- 
italism. . 

The congress comes at a time 
of exceptional difficulty for the 
Soviet Union. At home the 
economic situation is serious, 
with falling growth rates, stag- 
nating productivity, unproduct- 
ive agriculrure, an unmotivated 
workforce, Abroad the outlook 
is also gloomy, with rerıewed 
challenges to the Soviet Union 
from the United States, unre- 
Tenting hostility from China, a 
guerrilla war in Afghanistan 
and a crisis within the Soviet 
Union’s owr camp in Polarıd, 

Nerer since the war hare the 
Russians felt so ermbattled, 
never has such an elderly 
1eadership bad to cope with so 
many _ complex problems. 

In Moscow’s view ir is there- 
fore a time for the Soviet 
Union's friends and allies to 
stand up and be counted. I[t .is 
a time when the Russians want, 
above all, unity anû support, 
loyalty and cohesion. This con- 
gress looks like being except- 
ionally rigid in its dogma, a 
congress when the Russians will 
defiantly assert the primacy and 
correctness of their ideology in 
the teeth of recent challenges. 

These challenges take many 
forms, but all are serious. Af 
home there îs of course no open 
opposition, but a much more 
iasidious danger : apathy. The 
average Soviet citizen 
begun to be openly cynical 
about the ability of the regime 
to provide the better life he 
has been promised. Too much 
has been promised too often 
before.

Violence orı the terraces 
From Mr Eric Moonman and Mr 
Peter Bradley 

Sir. In his Jargely theoretical 
approach 10 the problem of the 
“ violence on snccer terraces . . „ 
wilfully explaired by the extreme 
right in Brirish politics”, Peter 
Evans {February 16) proposes quite 
praperly that attention be paid tn 
the causes of social tension in this 
countîiy,, “the unemployment and 
deprivatinn that makes for bîtter- 
nes«, hopelessness and the creation 
of outcasts ", ۳ 

Analysis is, of course, qf great 
importance, but it is no sûbstitute 
for action, The bodies most directv 
involyed in any confrontation with 
racial vinlence on the football ter- 
races, the Foothalî Assaciarinn and 
the cluhs themselves, have hy their 
very inactiriry allnwed random 
houlizanism to assume ils current 
rolitical dimension. 

Ther denlnre this development: . 
rhey “ dissociate ” themselves from 
the racist elements among their 
sııpparters: they even complain of” 
the lost revenue resulting from the . 
eclipse of what was once a * family 
zame”". Bııt thev do not grasp the 
nett'e. Tndeed, in last week’s des- 
perate attempt to win back the 
cefecring fans, the Foarball Asso- 
ciution proposes Sunday fixtures 
and a new poirrs system, but once 
azuin. on Ihe suhject of soccer 
violence, political or otherwise, it 
remains <ilent. 

The Contre for Contemparary 
Studies last manth nublished a 
report an “Fontball and the.

Stock relief 


plan comes

The Inland Revenue, actively 
supported .by Treasury minis 
ters, is standing its ground 
agaiust almost unprecedepted 
opposition to a major tax 
change.

There are other examples in 
the mail order sector.

‘These characteristics of the 
camputer system, concentration 
of power and invisibility of re- 
cord are ideal . for someone 
intent on fraud. They also make 
accidental error . potentially 
more serious and difficult to 
detect. 

In overcoming the risk of 
fraud or error, the computer 
auditors’ greatest ally is the 
corrputer, İtself. Once program 
med ir will always produce the 
same results in the same cir- 
cumstances. The’ auditor can 
harness .this ' characteristic to 
his advantage and build controls 
into the computer system which 
check its operation. 

Thus, he can require that 
the computer iş programmed to 
check the validity of each piece 
of information entered into it,

Readers of many of the 
UAE’s official publications 
find in the opening pages two 
portraits facing each other ; 
one the handsome aquiline 
features of Shaikh Zayed bin 
Sultan al-Nabyan,.

Two 
projects for the benefit of 
the whole coast are the huge

Work has recently begun on

Fujayrah was linked to the 
rest of the world. by road in 
the middle of 1970s. One of 
the emirates formative ex- 
periençes, thus was the break 
with its’ former isolation, 
leaving a legacy of conserva- 
tism among thé older-genera- 
tion and a strolğg desire tO 
catch up among the young. 
The ‘death of white- 
bearded Shaikh Mohammad 
bin Hamad ash-Sharqi in 
1974 brought to power his 
Western-edicated son Shaikh 
Hamad, now in his early 
thirties and the youngest of 
the seven rulers of the UAE. 
Ouly the federation had 
the resources to make pos- 
‘gible a modern standard of 


.living on the east coast, and 


this has made Fujayraus 
highly conscious of federal 
.politics. In comparison with 
the towns of the west coast, 
Fujayrah is still without a 
few of the basic development 
meeds~for example, tbe 
whole east coast is without a 
hospital—and Fujayrah re- 
tains an altogether slower 
‘pace of life. 

The road through the 
Hajar Mountains from the 
west of the UAE was opened 
in the autumn of: 1975 and

repaid the entire 1,600m 
dirhams by the end of 1980.

Commerce reviving after. paralysis 


Ras al Khaymah!s history 
orer the past 10 years has 
been closely bound up with 
tie Currency Board's and 
the banks’. Development has 
been expensive in the remote 
and difficult terrain of the 
northernmost emirate, and 
ambitious hopes have often 
been dashed by disappoint« 
ing resources. Ras al 
Khaymah pcople have a 
reputation for being ambi« 
tious. Today, after three 
years of near paralysis, com- 
mercial life is beginning to 
revive, ‘but maintaining the 
improvement depends on the 
federation and on other Gulf 


investors. 

“ After the shaikhdom 
Joined the federation . in 
February 1972, later than 
the other six, money bor:
